Me. .Francra, io rising to move a serids of 
resolntions on the subject of a hospital for tho 
rooaptian and treatment of cases of infeotions 
diseases, aid that he thonght the whole quaa- 
tion with reference to a hospital for the troat- 
mont of infections diseagos in this Colony, so far 
as the Board was concerned, stool in a vory 
unsatisfastory condition, .Correspoudence on 
tho subject was printed and citoulated, be be- 
lioved on hisawa motion, but if was. duly pnt 
into tho hands of members a couple of days 
bofora the last meetings This showed that 
oortain very definite views on the subject were 
taken by the Board in 1898 and certain yery de- 
finite recommendations wore laid before the ,Go- 
yorament,—No_anawer_whatover_had_bewn. re- | 
colved by’ the Hoard since that time, and uo 
action had been takon by the. Government with a 
view to carrying out the suggestions made by, 
the Board, Certainly: ho himsalf could ‘not 
concur in’ the view that.the construction of 
tho Rygeia in any way carried ont tho: re- 
presentations made ‘by the Board. He yas 
vary decidedly of opinion, and he thoaght most 
of the members would agroo with him, that that 
vousol had boen-dnilt wololyfor tho purpose of 
aquaruntine station in place of the one ot Groon 
Island ‘which bad to bo hauded over to the 
military authorities.

pleased to flad it coma, It had appeared to Dr. 
Cantlie aud hiwsolf thot the Board should hovo 
an opportunity of thoroughly threshing out the

he had frrmed.a series of resolutions solely with
